youth’s plot to obtain $50,000 ran- 
som from Daniel C. Jackling, mil- 
lionaire copper magnate, through 
the perpetration of a kidnaping 
hoax involving Mrs. Jackling. 

In a confession he named as his 
accomplice and the actual instiga- 
tor of the plot one “George Bee- 
man,”’ who, he later said, was Rus- 
sell Crawford, another University 
of California student. 

Baker today admitted that he 
and his companion had studied in 
what manner they could carry out 
a “more perfect crime” than that 
which led Richard Loeb and Nath- 
an Leopold to Joliet prison. 

Followed Loeb-Leopold Case. 

Baker confessed that he and ““Bee- 
man” had followed the Loeb-Leo- 
pold case minutely and that it had 
formed the “inspiration” for the 
attempt on Mrs. Jackling. Attempt- 
ed extortion yesterday of $50,000 
from the copper magnate, he con- 
tinued, was but a trial by “Bee- 
man” and himself of their ability 

carry éut a crime. Others are 

lieved involved in the plot. 

In selecting Daniel Jackling and 
his wife as the victims of their kid- 
naping hoax, Baker and ‘“‘Beeman” 
chose one of California's wealth- 
jest and most prominent families. 
Their palatial town home here and 
country estate at Woodside, on the 
San Francisco peninsula, are show 
places. 

The plot failed yesterday when 
Baker virtually walked into the 
arms of detectives. It was short- 
ly before 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning that Mrs. Jackling was 
told over the telephone that her 
sister, Mrs. Rudolph Spreckels, had 
been injured in an automobile ac- 
cident down the peninsula and was 
at the Mills Memorial Hospital at 
San Mateo. 

Telephone Wires Cut. 

Mrs. Jackling endeavored to tele- 
phone the Spreckels nome in Hills- 
borough, but the plotters had cut 
the telephone wires leading to it. 
Mrs. Jackling immediately called 
her private car and proceeded to 
the San Mateo Hospital. 


Jackling. who was at home when 
'the fake telephone message was 
| received, left for his office shortly 
‘afterward.’ Five minutes after his 
arrival a telegraph company mes- 
senger delivered the extortion note. 
Jackling read that Mrs. Jackling 
was held by kidnapers and would 
be subjected to “exquisite torture” 
and inoculated with disease germs 
unless $59,000 was delivered as 
iper instructions set down in the 
“message.

Pavements and buildings were 
cracked in many cities, half dozen 
buildings were reported to have 
been demolished, an electric rail- 
road line temporarily crippled, and 
there Was a recurrence of the re- 
cent avalanche at Jackson, Wyo., 
but nowhere was any loss of life 
, Peported. 
| The Olympian, fast train of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee’ & St. Paul 
railroad between Chicago and Se- 
attle, is believed to be stalled be- 
tween two of the avalanches in 
the vicinity of Three Forks, ‘and 
two other trains, one a Milwaukee 


train and the other a Northefn Pa- 
cific, are reported hemmed in by 
the slides.

$100,000 Courthouse Collapses 

Reports of damage lete tonight 
began coming in. The Meagher 
County Courthouse at White Sul- 
Phur Springs, Mont., collapsed and 
— damage is estimated at $100,- 

The convulsions of the earth 
shook two loaded cars c* coal from 
their perch on an overhead dock at 
Poseman and they ran wild down 
the incline, piling up at the bot- 
tom and bottling up the exit of the 
roundhouse there. This made it 
impossible to bring engines out ter 
either emergency or regular use.

Republic National Blames: 
Them For Forced Liqui- 
dation Last Year—Wants 
$80,744 Fees Returned. 


DAMAGES, ALSO 
SOUGHT IN SUIT 


Officer of American Trust 
Co. Says It Entered Into 
Contract at Request of 
Clearing House. 


The American Trust Co. and 
Frank C. Millspaugh, former-State 
Finance Commissioner, were made 
co-defendants yesterday in a sult 
filed in the Circuit Court by the 
Republic National Bank, which 
charged that its forced liquidation 
® year ago was due to a conspir- 
acy between them and other un-. 
named persons. The petition asked 


for judgment for $80,774.88 fees 
received by the American Trust in 
the liquidation and for damages. 

' The “run” on the Republic Na- 
tional July 13, last year, which | 
caused it to close its doors the fol- 
lowing day, was charged in the pe- 
tition to have been due to public 
knowledge that Millspaugh as 
Finance Commissioner had refused 
to permit it to change its corporate 
form to that of a trust company. 

Recause of the fact that “run” 
etarted on Saturday the Republic 
National was able to tide over that 
day, but in the realization that it 
had ineufficient funds to meet the 
demands of depositors on Monday, 
ft appeajed to the Clearing House 
Association for help. There were 
conferences on Sunday, but the 
money required was not forthcom- 
tng from other sources and at an 
evening conference a contract was 
entered into with the American 
Trust to pay the Republic Nation-" 
al’a depositors in full and to liqui- 
date the assets to that ena. 

Termes of Contract. 

_ The petition set out that under 
that contract the American Trust 
was permitted to retain 2 per cent 
of all cash and 4 per cent of a!) 
other assets for its compensation 
in the liquidation. This amounted 
fo more than $80,000, including 
money paid for attorneys’ fees, ac- 
cording to the petition. 

In its effort to recover the $80.- 
600, and damages, the Republic 
National in its petition charged 
that the liquidation contract was 
“unreasonable and unconscionable 
and accomplished by duress and le- 
gal Compulsion.” 

Millspaugh appears to have been 
Drought into the suit as a result 
of negotiations which stockholders 
of the Republic National had with 
him prior to the lHquidation in an 
effort to convert the national bank 
into a truat company, reducing its 
eapital stock from $1,000,000 to 
$600,000 and providing for a $800,- 
900 surplus. It was alleged ‘that 
Mal lspaugh “wrongfully and iile- 
gally” refused to approve the plan 


of conversion. 
Was Created. 

“That unsuccessful effort.” it 
was alleged, “at once became wide- 
ly known and had the effect of crea- 
ating unfounded suspicion among 
its depositors, many of whom 
thereupon began to and did with- 
draw their accounts § of deposit 
with plaintiff, and also made im- 
perative the immediate liquidation 
of plaintiff's assets in order to pre- 
vent any loss to any of its said de- 
positors.”’ 

In conclusion 
charged: 

“At all sald times the said de- 
fendanta, by and between them- 
eeives, and with others, conspired 
together to and did prevent this 
plaintiff from reorganizing as a 
trust company and force this plain- 
tiff out of business, and, also. ob- 
tain the good will and business of 
this plaintiff, together with sald 
$80,774.88 for the safd corporate 
defendant.”’ 

8. Mayner Wallace, attorney for 
the Republic National in the litf- 
gation, refused to make a detailed 
statement of the details of the ne- 
rotiations with Millspaugh or of 
the evidence on which he based the 
allegations in his petition. 

“The evidence will be produced 
in depositions which will be taken 
soon,” he said. “I am informed 
that Mr. Mullepaugh eaid he ap- 
peared to have the privilege of ex- 
ercising discretion in the approval 
of the plans for a trust company, 
and that he would not exercise that 
discretion to approve the plan. 

“T also have been informed that 
of the business of the Republic 
National, something like $750,000 
has remained with the American 
Trust Co.”

Humbert today told a reporter 
for the New York World a re- 
markable story of duplicity by 
O’Brien. It. included the’ report, 
unverified, that O’Brien actually 
was in the army at one time and 
obtained the service record of a 
real Frank O’Brien who died. 

Fooled Others Too. 

The woman-O’Brien, the New 
York World found, had deceived 
scores of persons during several 
years, working as a telegraph line- 
mara good part of the time and 
juggling 150-pound coils of wire 
aseasily as the huskiest of men. 

“O’Brien came into the Park 
Garage, where I work, about a 
month ago,” .said Humbert. ‘“He 
said he wanted to buy a car.

With estate taxes‘ 
which confiscate 40 per cent of the 
capital, we are overcropping our 
land; with income taxes that 
reach 46 per cent, we are not let- 
ting our crops come to maturity. 
In both lines we destroy the 
sources of revenue by killing the 
incentive to production of more 
wealth or more income to replace 
that taken by taxation. 

“In other words, we want a tax- 
ing system which operates with the 
minimum of friction and still meets 
ithe money requirements of the 
Government. As we approach the 
realization of such an ideal, capil- 
tal will get out of unproductive in- 
vestments; industry will return to 
normal channels; and taxation, un- 
burdened by waste of collection, 
will produce for the Government, 
more nearly what the taxpayers 
give up. When such a reform is 
accomplished we wilh indeed be 
able to give you better government 
by less government.”

to 


OLFERS won't object 
G paying $10 a year for the 

privilege of playing over the 
Forest Park course, if the falir- 
ways are well cropped and the 
putting greens are kept in good 
condition. The golfers have want- 
ed a fee measure passed for 
several years. But now that the 
golf fee is a fact, the public 
course golfers are beginning to 
wonder what the future will 
bring. There’s nothing modest 
about the public course golfer, 
especially when it comes to 
dreams of the future. Here are 
a few of thea things the Forest 
Park golfers hopes: 

That the $10 a year fee will 
heep the course in condition and 
leave-a surplus with which to 
buy, in a few years, a tract of 
ground inAhe county for another 
public course. 

That 
made as good as Nos. 13, 18 and 
9 The Forest Park Golf Club 
paid for the rebuilding of 13 and 
18. which were opened today. 

That a man or group of men 
familiar with golf and what the 
golfers want, be kept in charge 
of the public course. | 

That the $10 fee will elimi- 
nate from the course those golf- 
ers who have not the common 
decency to replace divots and in 
other ways protect the fairways 
and greens, 

Paul Palmer, president of the 
Forest Park Golf Club, said yes- 
terday that he hoped the $10 fee 
would eénable the city to buy 
more ground for golf purposes. 
He estimated that there would 
be an annual surplug of $20,000. 


Chicago Has the Idea. 


ERHAPS the $10 fee is a 
starter that eventually will 
enable St. Lotis to catch up 
- with other cities in the matter of 
public golf facilities. In Chi- 
cago there are numerous public 
and semi-public courses. Ground 
under the control of the Forest 
Preserve Commission is being 
turned into golf courses. A tract 
is given to corporations and syn- 
dicates for a specified period of 
me. The corporation builds a 
golf course, charges 4& daily or 
yearly fee and makes a substan- 
tial profit during its og of 
the land. Then after the period 
elapses, the ground reverts to the 
Forest Preserve Commission and 
the people of Chicago have an- 
“other public course. 

St. Loulg might take the tip 
and buy acreagé in’ St. Touis 
County. Many fine tracts are 
available. The time is not, far 
off when it will he dangerous to 
' play golf in Forest Park. Apart- 
ments are going up like mush- 
rooms west of the park and the 
time will come when it will be a 
/quéstion of barring the children, 
for their safety, or barring the 
golfers. 

Greens No. 13 and 18 are an 
argument for keeping the course 
under the supervision of men 
who know golf and golfers. The 
Forest Park Golf Club footed the 
bill on the two greens and em- 
ployed a company which does 
nothing but build golf courses. 
The greens are beautiful in their 
texture and they are scientifical- 
ly banked.

Patriotic Speeches. 


National holidjsys gave him a 
particularly good opportunity 10 
make impromptu stump speeches. 
Once, on July the Fourth, he be- 
came excessively patriotic, even for 
him. “This is the only real couai- 
try on the earth!” he began. “Chi- 
na is bigger, but that don’t matters. 
It takes all the good in one hun- 
dred Chinamen to make one bad 
American; and besides, they don't 
know what to eat. The other na- 
tions don’t count. Most of 'em can 
speak foreign languages, but they 
can't fight. So we have a right to 
be proud today. It’s the duty vf 
everybody to shoot off some fir«- 
crackers’ today. My advice to 
Americans, young and old, is to be 
patriotic all the time. Yell for 
your country and think of George 
Washington every time a firecrack- 
er goes off. Tell every foreigner 
that America can lick his country, 
whatever it is.”’ 

But by far the greatest number 
of his casua] remarks consisted ot 
vehement defenses of the manly 
fsports. The continual agitation 
against pugilism irritated him most 
of all, particularly when it took the 
form of public protests against in- 
struction in boxing at Annapolis 
and West Point. “What in blazes

He was much puzzied for @ 
time, when h® attempted to dis- 
cover why his audiences were fall- 
ing off. But he finally attained 
peace of mind when it occurred 
to him that his orations had been 
on too high an Intellectual plane 
for the mass of his hearers; and. 
in an intimate conversation, he 
concretely summarized the reasons 
for hia failure to bold the crowds. 
“The line of talk I passed out 
from the platform was too high 
up for the sports who fell asleep, 
and too low down for a few high 
hats who passed out early. I once 
come pretty near livening up the 
show by cleaning out a part of 
the audience in one bum town. |! 
was showing pictures of some of 
the greatest sights in our grea‘ 
country, but the fdiots thought |! 
was just trying to be funny. When 
I showed the Statue of Liberty. one. 
fellow yipped out, ‘Oh, you flirt!’ 
Then I turned on a view of Niagar«

H. L. Mencken arose last week to denounce most 
art critics as quacks and to characterize their fulm! 
nations as “highfalutin and occult tosh.” Painting, 
he finds, is a simple art and a transparent one.

Thus the experience of looking at 
paintings is essentially short-lived. “It is not,” says 
Mr. Mencken, “like getting shaved, coming down with 
cholera morbus or going to the wars; it is like jump 
ing out of the way of a taxicab or getting kissed.” 

Before Mr. Mencken came to these firm conclusions 
he probabiy spent all of the spare moments of a week 
reading art criticiam, particulariy of art since 
Cezanne.

Lighting Plant at 
Garden Theater 
Is Unique

HEN the new Garden Thea- 

ter opens a week from to- 

morrow night with Marga- 
ret Anglin’s production of the 
“Blectra’ of Sophocles, it will 
place in operation a lighting sys- 
tem which, according to the man- 
agement, will be more powerful 
and up to date than that of any 
other theater, indoor or open afr, 
in the city. The current will com- 
prise a connected load of no less 
than 1000 amperes. Two engi- 
neering publications are said to 
have sent representatives to pre- 


pare articles on the installation. 
The quantity of current em- 
ployed will be one and one-half 
times as large as that consumed by 
University City.

Science Likely to Fail in 
Transporting Personality, 
but Device Might Rid 
Playhouses of Undesir- 
ables.

T is reported that the day Its

Some of the managers are a!- 
ready alarmed. William A. Brady 
hag spoken pessimisticalivy in pub- 
lic of the future of the theater in 
the face of the new menace. 
Though I might be inclined to weep 
at the disaster which threatens the 
managers, the confusion of the 
ticket speculatore would almost 
atone for the new dispensation. 

But even though I try to see the 
new form of entertainment with the 
eye of the future, lam not yet con- 
vinced that the theater is about to 
pass. Certninly in its present form 
radio is not thrilling when it at- 
tempts to broadcast a play. I have 
heard fa-ce, tragedy and light ce*a- 
ecy sent through the air, and al 
though I was wholly fami'tar with 
two of the pleces, they were a‘! hut 
incomprehersible with si¢cht of the 
actors and }!).e action miss'n¢. 

Wee Ac‘ors on Wall Paper. 
E VEN if the day does come when 

we mey see tiny figures strut- 

ting about upon our wall paper, 
I think invention may lag and fai! 
in the transportation of personal- 
ity. A reasonably amusing substi- 
tute for the theater is conweivabhle, 
but something just as good is still 
too far away for any member of 
this generation to grow concerned. 

Nor does it seem to me that this 
invasion of the dramatic field by 
the radio would kill the very flower 
of the theater. Granted that man- 
agers, as we know them, might suf- 
fer severely, that does not mean 
that art would also sicken. Per- 
sonally, I should be pleased to 
think of a day in which “Able’s 
Irish Rose’ could be shown to all 
its many millions of admirers ina 
single evening and then forgotten. 

It seems fair to assume that the 
radio-cinema, or whatever it is to 
be called, would concern itself 
chiefly with drama of the broadest 
possible appeal. There would still 
rémain a public eager to attend 
more specialized performances and 
to watch subtle players appear in 
person. 

They Never Would Be Missed. 

NE cannot be eure, but there 
():: at least a chance that in 

such a straining and selection 
audiences might be purged of many 
who never would be missed. The 
constant talkers might be content 
to remain at home where they 
could gurgle and comment at top 
voice. 

And with them might depart the 
extremely susceptible who see 
pornography in every flare of 
frankness and most flashés of fun 
These people might feel more ee- 
cure in doing their theatergoing at 
home where censorship could be 
achieved by the simple act of press- 
ing a button or twirling a dial. 

And those who arrive late——per- 
haps they would be content to 
watch a canned comedy rather than 
to step and trip upon the feet ani 
ankles of their prompter fellows 
along about the middle of the first 
act or the beginning of the second. 

Best Plays Written for Fun.

T WAS dark. Pekin slept. A light flickered 
and was gone as a man in uniform snuffed his 
tiny lantern and slipped cautiously across the 
terrace to the waiting motor car.

Dr. Douglass computes his staggering total as 
follows: There are 100,000,000 cases of colds an- 
nually, he says, or an average of one to almost 


every man, woman and child in the country. In 
the average case, the patient loses three days from 
his or her employment. At $5 a day the total is 
easily seen to be $1,500,000,000. 

Physicians agree that many of these colds are 
unnecessary. Proper preventive measures would 
keep many of them from even starting. Other 
cases, which now run their course, could be nipped 
in the bud. Still others could be checked and 
cured sooner than they are. 

But worse than the inconvenience, discomfort 
and money: loss attached to the general prevalence 
of colds is the danger of various complications 
which may arise. Thus, 75 per cent of all pneu- 
monia cases follow colds. Unlike’ tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, dysentery and many other 
serious infections, pneumonia is not on the wane, 
in this country. The rates of occurrence and of death 
remain high. The fight against pneumonia is bound 
up with the fight against colds. 

So declares Dr. Russell L. Cecil, assistant profes- 
sor of clinical medicine in Cornell University Med- 
ical College, New York City, who has written a 
book, ‘‘Colds—Cause, Treatment and Prevention,” 
recently published by D. Appleton & Co. It speaks 
the latest word of science about one of our com- 
monest afflictions. The writer emphasizes the point 
that prevention is better than cure. 


Colds are due to bacteria, states Dr. Cecil, and 
therefore it is correct to say that they are infectious. 
The healthy nose usually is free from bacteria but 
the mouth and throat harbor a great many differ- 
ent kinds of microbes, including the Streptococcus, 
the pneumococais, the Staphyloceccus and the in 
fluenza bacillus. 

Generally these bacteria are harmless inhabitants 
in a healtfy throat, but under certain conditions 
they attack the mucous membrane—the soft, velvet- 
like substance which lines the mouth, nose, throat 
and whole respiratory tract and which is similar to 
skin but much more delicate. 

‘It is now widely believed,’’ writes Dr. Cecil, ‘‘that 
the common cold is caused in most instances by a 
‘filterable virus,’ that is, a germ so small that it is 
invisible and capable of passing through the finest 
filter. The most generally accepted theory is that 
this minute virus initiates the disease, and that the 
other bacteria mentioned play a secondary but im- 
portant part in producing the inflammatory condi- 
tion, and are in many cases directly responsible for 
the complications which so frequently develop. There 
is no doubt, however, that under certain conditions 
which lower the vitality the ordinary bacteria of the 
mouth may cause infection.”’ 

The Streptococcus undoubtedly is responsible for 
most attacks of tonsilitis, the pneumococcus fre- 
quently causes sore throats and colds in children, 
and the influenza bacillus is responsible for many 
cases of grip. The possible complications of colds 
include an inflammation of the mucous membrane 
of the eye (conjunctivitis), abscess in the ear, acute 
mastoiditis, discharging ear, infected sinus, either 
acute or chronic, chronic nasal catarrh, chronic sore 
throat, acute laryngitis, involving the vocal cords, 
bronchitis and pneumonia. 

Colds, says Dr. Cecil, may be divided into noncon- 
tagious and contagious infections. The noncon- 
tagious cold is one which we do not contract from 
others nor communicate to them. Anything which irri- 
tates the mucous membrane of the nose or throat 
may cause congestion, which soon becomes actual 
inflammation when bacteria invade the injured area. 

Thus, many things may be looked upon as predis- 
posing causes of noncontagious colds. Excessive 
smoking, and particularly of cigarettes, is regarded 
as one of the commonest causes. People who work 
in an atmosphere of irritating gases, such as bromin, 
may develop an acute congestion in the nose which is 
apt to be followed by sore throat or cold. Extremely 
cold air or overheated air, particularly if too dry, 
often brings on a cold of this type. Overuse of the 
throat, as by singers and public speakers, may bring 
On a sore throat. 

Some people develop a cold after eating candy or 
some food which upsets their digestion. In such di- 
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velops from local 
infections in the 
tonsils and sinuses 
—the nasa! cavity 
and accessory 
sinuses, 

Other colds are 
traceable to a poor 
circulation, which 
in turn may be 
due to a weak heart, or to neurasthenia, or to mal- 
nutrition, ete. Fat people are less susceptible to 
colds than thin people, their protection coming not 
so much from good circulation as from the layer of 
fat which actually protects the individual from sud- 
den changes in temperature. 


“Fatigue is another important cause of colds,” 
says Dr. Cecil. ‘‘Undoubtedly bacteria find entrance 
much more easily when the patient is exhausted, and 
even if a man is in perfect physical condition he is 
more liable to attack during a period of fatigue.”’ 


Improper clothing, especially the continued wear- 
ing of summer garments in the first cold snaps of 
autumn or the putting on of light garments too early 
in the spring, is a very important factor in causing 
colds. The wearing of too much clothing is undesir- 
able, also. This applies especially to persons who 
spend their time in overheated rooms, for the per- 
spiration causes sudden chilling of the body when 
they go outdoors, and colds are apt to follow. Cloth- 
ing should be adapted to the weather, from day to 
day. 

‘“‘Sad experience has taught most people that un- 
equal chilling of the body is a prime factor in pro- 
ducing colds,” remarks Dr. Cecil. It is not getting 
cold all over that does the damage, as a rule, but the 
draft on the back of the neck, exposure to the wind 
vithout a hat, wetting the feet, sudden change from 
high to low shoes, and such. A draft of air from an 
open window is much more dangerous than a walk in 
the cold air. A man in a good perspiration from a 
game of tennis may plunge suddenly into the cool 
surf without any L effects. 

“The reason for this apparent inconsistency is in- 
teresting,’’ remarks the author. ‘‘Nature has a very 
complicated heating apparatus which adjusts itself 
to the conditions to which the body is exposed. If 
the atmosphere is hot, the sweat glands are stimu- 
lated and the evaporating perspiration will chill the 
body. If we go into a cold atmosphere, the capil- 
laries of the skin contract and then dilate, and the 
surface of the body will be warmed by the increased 
supply of blood. 

“When we expose just one little sensitive spot to 
the cold, Nature cannot do her task properly. The

Some 
turkeys are scattered over the whole forest, but 
they are not abundant. Small game is prolific 
enough to make protection feasible.” 

In outlining the steps that probably will be taken 
in establishing the refuge Koen said: 

“Some member of the Biological Survey will be 
delegated to the forest to study the came conditions. 
A report will be made in which will be designated 
the areas best suited by topography and soil for the 
breeding of game, and the areas best stocked at 
present. When this has been done several small 
areas will be set aside as game refuges. Upon these 
areas very strict rules will apply. No hunting with- 
in the designated areas for breeding purposes will 
be allowed, and fishing will be strictly regulated as 
to size, string limit and season. 

“Within the forest as a whole a strict adherence 
to the came laws of the State or to similar laws will 
be required. Artificial stocking with game and fish 
probably will not be resorted to right away. The 
first attempt will be to conserve and propagate the 
game already on the ground.

Wag,the man who inspired Defoe’s 
immortal book really Alexander Sel- 
kirk, as our teacher taught us, or 
was he a mosquito Indian, who by 
pirates was called William? 

Bennett Copplestone, the Scotch novelist—his real 
name is F. Harcourt Kitchin—is now contending 
there is no good reason to suppose Daniel Defoe had 
ever heard of Selkirk, though everyone in England ° 
in his day knew of Juan Fernandez Island, where 
buccaneers and privateefs and pirates had rendez- 
voused and sometimes had marooned their men. 

He has joined the modern critics who would take 
all joy out of Juvenilia. First, “‘Tom Sawyer’ and 
“Huck Finn’’ were barred from some libraries as 
picaresque. Then Capt. Kidd was proved to be nota 
bloody-minded pirate but a gentleman and a patriot. 
Even “‘Mother Goose” was condemned by Mrs. Wini- 
fred Stone as immoral and sympathetic to crime. 
And now Alexander Selkirk must walk the plank. 

Decadent days indeed! 

Selkirk was a*Scot—‘“dour and dull-witted,” says 
Copplestone. Certainly he ‘had not the invention 
with which Defoe endowed his marooned adventur- 
er. Neither did he reform under the influence of 
his solitude. A pirate he was when he landed at 
Juan Fernandez. A pirate, or  privateer—more 
genteel word, but just as deadly—-was Alexander Sel- 
kirk after his rescue.

MAP OF UNITED STATES WILL COVER A WHOLE ACRE 


HE recent passage of an author- 
ization bill by Congress enables 
the Government to carry to com- 
pletion the largest and most 
comprehensive map of the United States 
—a great mother map that will repre- 
sent, when completed, 20 years from 
now, an accurate topographical survey 
of every square inch of the vast terri- 
tory that comprises the United States. 

This great map—the largest in the 


world—will not be in one piece, but will 
be composed of 6000 sections which, if 
placed together in one big pattern, 
would cover more than an acre of 
ground. So complete in every detail 
will it be, says Popular Science Monthly 
for July, that anybody living in any sec- 
tion of the country. will be able to find 
on the proper sheet the exact location 
of his house. Delicate contour lines 
will draw the picture of the country’s 


hills and valleys, plains and mountain 
ranges, canyons and waterways—even 
its man-made landmarks. 

Work on the survey for the map be- 
gan in 1879 and has progressed slowly, 
held back by the lack of appropriations. 
Now, however, Congress has authorized 
the completion of the work and the ap- 
propriation of $950,000 for the survey 
in the first year. The total expenditure 
is estimated at $49,200,000. 


Future Men May Live a Thousand Years 


pow: day man, on the average, 

lacks only 12 years of achieving the 
Biblical span of “‘three score and ten.”’ 
That is to say, a baby born today should 
live for 58 years, 20 years more than 
the average contemporary of George 
Washington lived and twice as long as 
tiie average person lived at the time of 
Shakspeare. And, thanks to the efforts 


of science in combating disease, the av- 
erage span of life is increasing every 
year 

Wiil science in time succeed in pro- 


longing the average life until, like Me- 
thuselah, we measure our lives by cen- 
turies instead of years? 


This is the question raised in the July 
issue Of Popular Science Monthly, which 
points to recent statements by eminent 
scientists that suggest an even more 
astounding possibility, mamely, that 
science some day may succeed in caus- 
ing men to live forever! 

One of the statements comes from 
Professor Fritz Haber, noted German 
chemist, who expresses his belief that 
men may learn to live for ten centuries 
or more. In the human body, he says, 
are various essential cher.ical agents 
known as ‘‘enzymes.”’ These, he de- 
clares, eventually deteriorate, causing 
death. It is more than a theoretical 


possibility, he says, that science can 
supply substances that will prevent 
these important chemical agents from 
wearing out and that human life can be 
prolonged as long as the old enzymes 
are replaced. 

Doctor Raymond Pearl, distinguished 
scientist of Johns Hopkins University, 
is another who believes old age may be 
conquered. Oid age, he says, may be 
caused by a still undiscovered chemical 
substance—a poison—that finds its way 


into the blood and attacks the body 


cells. What we call death, he believes, 
does not occur until various parts of 
the body have surrendered one by one 
to the poison. 


Modern science in many ways will aid 
in completing the map. Aerial photog: 
raphy will play an important part. The 


mapping plane, carrying a photographer te 


equipped with a panoramic camera, filles 
at an altitude of about 12,000 feet, and” 
pictures are taken often enough so that 
they overlap.

Every line of the map will reveal much® 
of romance and adventure for those 
who have had a part in its making.

The law of the Ching dynasty rules that 
only Manchus may become the wife of 
the Emperor, since the Ching family is 
a Manchu family that conquered China 
proper several centuries ago. 

The Empress has hair of the jet-black 
sort so prized in the Orient. It is long 
and luxuriant, reaching to her knees 
and, therefore, it being her pride, it is 
doubtful whether she would bob it, even 
were she to get to America some day, 
as she wishes to do. Her features are 
well formed, the nose being almost 
aqueline. Her eyes are large and 
brown, gazing out from behind shelter- 
ing, heavy lashes. They are not slant- 
ing, at least not at the exaggerated 
angle given all Chinese in the pictures 
of these Orientals in the West. Her 
face is oval, with a softly rounded chin. 
She would be charming anywhere and, 
judged by Oriental standards, is indeed 
beautiful. 


N THE early hours before dawn of 
Dec. 1, 1922, they were married. 
Such pomp and splendor seldom are 


seen anywhere. The little Princess came 
to her lover carried over the yellow- 
sanded pathway through the Great East 
Gate of the Forbidden City. Yellow 
lanterns flickered in the darkness and 
a yellow moon on the wane peered down 
with half an eye on the proceedings. 
From the top of the dragon chair of 
yellow silk in which-she rode, a golden 
Phoenix, symbol of the Empress of

China, spread its wings. She sat be- 
hind the drawn curtains that her face 
might be veiled from the public gaze, 
and 32 sturdy men carried her from her 
father’s house to the palace. Golden 
sand along the way, yellow silk every- 
where—for yellow is the “royal purple” 
of China—an event of such magnifi- 
cence could take place only in old Pe- 
kin. And a few blocks away—for Pe- 
kin is a city of contrasts—the foreign 
colony of Western devils still reveled to 
the strains of a jazz orchestra at a mod- 
ern hotel in observance of a St. An- 
drew's ball. 

The marriage rites themselves were 
simple. The Empress and her Emperor 
sat side by side on the Dragon Bed, he 
on the left and she on the right. They 
exchanged golden cups containing wine, 
and pieces of soft wheat bread. The 
ritual is symbolic of long life and a 
blessing on posterity. Thus it has been 
done in the past. And-.thus it may be 
done in future, although it hardly 
seems likely. At any rate, for a time 
the imperial family of Ta Ching is not 
to die out. 

The Emperor before Hsuan Tung was 
his uncle, Kuang Ksu. Prince Chun 
was the brother of Kuang Hsu and hus- 
band of the daughter of Jung Loh, first 
cousin of the old Empress Dowager. The 
Emperor Juang Hsu and the Empress 
Dowager died. Hsuan Tung succeeded 
to the throne with his own father, 
Prince Chun, as Regent. 

Kuang Hsu’s wife succeeded to the 
title of the Empress Dowager and later 
supplanted Prince Chun as Regent, 
holding this post at the time of the ab- 
dication in 1912. When she died this 
left Chin Fei, the Golden Concubine, as 
head of the women of the -imperial 
household. She was virtually supreme 
in deciding the life of the Boy Emperor, 
since his own father and mother did not 
live inside the Forbidden City. 

Chin Fei, of good blood but not of 
the imperial clan, insisting on dictating 
the life of Henry Pu-Yi and her position 
gave her such authority that she could 
override the wishes of his own father 
and mother. It was the quarrel with 
Chin Fei that resulted in the death of 
Princess Chun, the Boy Emperor’s 
mother, as already told. 


Following the death of the young 
Empress Dowager Chin Fei ruled su- 
preme.- However, the marriage of the 
Boy Emperor put an end to her regime. 
The wife is always superior to the con- 
cubine and the young Empress _ took 
precedence over Chin Fei. 

What does the Boy Emperor want to 
do now? He says he wants to travel 


and see the world. The web of intrigue 
about him in his own country makes it 
imperative that he get away as soon 
as possible. Whether he plans or his 
friends plan to put him on the unstable 
throne again is conjectural. He is not 
generally believed to have the slightest 
desire to restore the monarchy. He was 
too young when he abdicated, through 
the Empress Dowager, to have had a 
taste of power. His one opportunity 
to realize what the life of an Emperor 
consists of was in 1917 when the mon- 
archial leader. Chang Hsun, performed 
his coup d'etat by which the empire was 
restored to Pekin for a few days. 


ENRY PU-YI still holds the respect 

of many of his people. The terms 
of his abdication were not unpleasant. 
Three decrees were issued by Lung Yu, 
the young Empress Dowager, who then 
was Regent. In the final terms of abdi- 
cation the Emperor retained his title 
and was guaranteed by the republic the 
same respect due a foreign sovereign. He 
was to receive $4,000,000 (silver), 
which is about $2,000,000 a year, as 
compensation from the Government— 


not a bad pay check. But he rarely if 
ever got anything from the shifting 
Government in the republic. He has 


had a hard time financially in recent 
years. 

He retained his private property by 
the abdication terms. This kept his 
court in the Forbidden City going. He 
had to sell a great deal of the timber 
and other valuable things to continue, 
and the throne also received gifts from 
loyalists from time to time. 

Even these, they say, have stopped 
now. This is said to be the reason why 
Henry and Elizabeth-are in Tientsin for 
the time being. They are “broke” and 
can't go anywhere else, so they say. In 
Japan, where Henry planned to visit, 
notice was given that he would be re- 
ceived only as an ordinary citizen and 
that he would have to stay at hotels 
anywhere he went in this country. Japan 
has universal manhood suffrage now, 
you know, and all sorts of democratic 
ideas. Henry apparently had expected 
better treatment from his old friends 
over here. At any rate, he hasn’t come 
over, officially, at least. Incognito and 
disguised is something else again. Pos- 
sibly. But hardly probably. 

No, in all probability Henry and 
Elizabeth are sojourning in Tientsin 
and thinking of the days when they 
strolled about the Forbidden City’s high 
pink-walled, narrow avenues and had 
some semblance, at least, of being 
somebody. And back in Pekin whence 
they came the intriguing thought con-

grandmothers, writes Dr. Cecil. 

The patient takes a ‘hot bath or 
a hoot foot bath, which should be con- 
tinued for 20 or 30 minutes. He then 
drinks a hot lemonade, to which may be 
added a tablespoonful of brandy or 
whisky, and follows that with a 10- 
grain Dover's powder. Then he goes to 
bed with two or three extra blankets 
over him. It often happens that the pa- 
tient awakens in the morning complete- 
ly free from symptoms. 

Concerning the chlorin treatment for 
colds which has been taken by President 
Coolidge and other prominent persons, 
Dr. Cecil says the reports have been so 
conflicting that he hesitates to pass 
judgment. It may prove to be of help 
in some of the early cases, but of doubt- 
ful value in those which have passed to 
the more advanced stage. 

Some physicians advocate the use of 


vaccines in the treatment of colds. In 
some cases an injection has a very bene- 
ficial effect, but in others it fails. Vac- 
cines also are employed in cold preven- 
tion but the hypodermic injections must 
be given every week or 10 days through 
the winter and spring months, without 
interruption. If discontinued the im- 
munity soon vanishes, probably in two 
or three weeks. A method which has 
been successfully used in recent years 
by many physicians, including the 


author, is to immunize the patient with | 


a vaccine prepared from the bacteria in 
his own throat—called an autogenous 
vaccine.
